Testimony that Western Electric 
Co., manufacturing unit of the 
Bell Telephone System, earned 
11% per cent on invested capital 
in the latter half of 1946 was 
given today before the Missouri 
Public Service Commission. The 


commission is hearing the appli- 
cation of Southwestern Bell Tele- 
phone Co. to increase telephone 
rates in this state, $3,250,000 an- 
nually, 

Burton R. Young, chief statisti- 
cian of Western Electric, testified 
to the rate on cross-examination 
by John P. Randolph, general 
counsel for the commission, Young 
explained that Western Electric's 
1946 net earnings of $12,638,000 
were made entirely in the latter 
half of the year, the first six 
months resulting in a net loss be- 
cause of reconversion difficulties 
and the 1946 strike. 

Investment Base Attacked. 

Randolph, backed by protesting 
cities, is seeking to show that 
Western Electric’s investment base 
is excessive and that earnings on 
it are exorbitant. The purpose 
would be to show that Southwest- 
ern Bell’s own investment base 
and annual maintenance expenses 
should be trimmed in proportion 
to any such excess. A large part 
of Southwestern Bell's investment 
base consists of equipment and 
materials purchased from Western 
Electric, which, like Southwestern, 
is owned by American Telephone 
& Telegraph Co. 

“Isn’t the earnings rate in the 
last six months of 1946 equivalent 
to a rate of 16 per cent on in- 
vested capital?” Randolph asked 
the witness. After consulting a 
slide rule, Young suggested the 
rate was about. 11% per cent. 

Young testified that borrowings 
of his company at the end of 
1946 consisted of .85,000,000 from 
1946 consisted of $85,000,000 from 
banks. It paid interest rates of

When Randolph wanted to know 
why Western Electric paid on 
1% per cent, while operating Bell 
companies paid 2.75 per cent on

On the bank loans, Young said, 
Western paid two ra 1.65 per 
cent and 1.5 per cent, The latter 
rate, arranged under a long-time 
credit agreement with the banks, 
will be increased this year, he 
said. 

The contrasting methods of op- 
eration of two subsidiaries of 
Western Electric in their dealings 
with Bell companies was described 
by the witness, Nassau Smelting 
& Refining Co. of New York, a 
supplier of non-ferrous metals, op- 
erates at cost, he explained. But 
Teletype Corp. of Chicago, a maker 


.| of teletype machines, sells its prod- 


uct at a profit. Randiph’s pur- 
pose was to show that Western 
Electric profits not only directly 
but indirectly from the Bell com- 
panies. 

About 25 per cent of Western 
Electric’s business with the Bell 
companies was in connection with 
the resale of supplies to the vari- 
ous companies.

A $2,376,100,000 dip into next year’s 
military funds for an emergency 
warplane and guided missile pro- 
gram won quick committee ap- 
proval in Congress today. 

Designed as a go-ahead signal 
for the aviation industry to tool 
up for still greater output, the 
money request was approved in 
full by the House Appropriations 
Committee. 

The committee's hearings had 
been assumed to cover only the 
$725,000,000 boost in aviation funds 
requested by President Truman 
last Thursday. But the White 
House followed that with a second, 
$1,650,000,000 , request, which re- 
mained secret until today. That 
was because the committee al- 
ready was in session and the new 
mossage went directly to it instead 
‘of through normal congressional 
| channels, 

Aside trom the timing, however, 
amount in today’s bill 
represents no increase in the 
$14,000,000,000 contemplated for 
military spending in the year be- 
ginning July ‘1 to back up this 
country’s new stop-Russia policy. 

Barring a new emergency, the 


air power funds simply will be 
deducted from the amount that 
would have been voted later, 

The money will, however, be 
available for use immediately as 
soon as Congress passes the bill. 
It igs set for quick approval in 
the House tomorrow. 

The Army and the Navy previ- 
ously have been given about $8, 
750,000,000 for the year ending 
June 30. 

The committee said the addi- 
tional $2,376,100,000 should be 
made available immediately to 
save time and to get the aviation 
industry under a full head of 
steam. 

Here’s how the new money is 
earmarked: 


Air Force: For new spending 
$1,223,100,000, including $358,100,000 
cash and $865,000,000 in contract 
authority; new cash to pay off

The 4-1 decision was the first on 
this subject in the board’s 13-year 
history. 

The majority held that such 
plans come within the scope of the 
Taft-Hartley law, which requires 
both employers and unions to bar- 
gain collectively “in respect to 
rates of pay, wages, hours of em- 
ployment or other conditions of 
employment.” 

. The board held payment of bene- 
fits under pension plans falls with- 
in the meaning of “wages.” It 
said terms of retirement—suUch as 
the age when pensions begin— 
would come within the category 
of “conditions of employment,” 

Ruling in Steel Case, 

The ruling was in a case involv- 
ing the Inland Steel Co., which the 
board found guilty of refusing to 
bargain collectively. It held the 
company had violated both the 
Taft-Hartley law and the Wagner 
Act under which the case was 
originally filed in August 1946. 

The board issued a conditional 
order. It told the company to bar- 
gain with two locals of the CIO 
steel workers concerning the pen- 
sion and retirement policies if the 
union complies with the registra- 
tion and non-Communist oath re- 
quirements of the Taft-Hartley 
law within 30 ‘days. Neither the 
national union er the locals are 
in compliance now, The plants in- 
volved are at Chicago Heights, Ill., 
and Indiana Harbor, Ind. 

The boarc also ordered the com- 
pany—provided the union complies 
with non-Communist and registra- 
tion provisions—to consult with 
the union before making any fu- 
ture changes in the pension plan 
now in effect. 

Ruling’s Broad Importance. 

Fhe decision has wide impor- 
tance. For example, the CIO Auto 
Workers have charged General 
Motors with refusing to bargain 
on an insurance plan. This case, 
while not the same, has similar 


ardized method of checking on 
Western Electric costs and prices. 

In the brief discussion yester- 
day on the matter, Young imme- 
diately challenged Randolph’s 
idea, on the ground it was not 
applicable to a manufacturing 
concern, However, nearly all of 
Western Electric’s business is 
with Bell System telephone utili- 
ties.

Young reminded Randolph that, 
in addition, Western Electric had 
at the end of last year $190,000,- 
000 in merchandise on hand, either 
completed or in process of manu- 
facture.

JERUSALEM, April 13 (UP)-— 
Reliable sources said 34 Jews and 
seven Arabs were killed today in 
a fierce fight in the Sheik Jarrah 
quarter of Jerusalem. Dr, Haim 
Hassky, director of Hadassah Hos- 
pital, was reported among those 
killed. Twenty-four Jews were re- 
ported wounded. 

The British army shelled the 
Jews and Arabs battling in the 
streets to break up the encounter. 
The British reported one of their 
soldiers was killed and a senior 
police officer wounded. 

The battle broke out this morn- 
ing when 10 Jewish armored ve- 
hicles tried to reach the hospital 
on the edge of Jerusalem, They 
were ambushed by Arabs. All traf- 
fic between Jaffa and Jerusalem 
was cut off for hours while the 
fighting raged. 

Offer to Evacuate Americans, 

The American consulate report- 
ed it was evacuating by plane 
any United States citizens who 
wanted to get out of Palestine be- 
fore all-out war begins, The Amer- 
ican consulate general elected to 
keep on operating in Jerusalem 
with a skeleton staff. The bulk of 
the personnel will be sent to Haifa. 

The consulate was urging other 
Americans who elected to remain 
in the Middle Bast to get out of 
Palestine before roads were closed 
by hostilities. 

British civilians were told they 

would stay at their own risk after 
May 1. 
The Jewish Agency announced 
that the partition of Palestine was 
a reality. A government has been 
set up in the Jewish area and is 
functioning, a spokesman for the 
agency said. He added that the 
Jews now are ready to defend 
themselves. 

The Zionist General Council de- 
cided yesterday to proclaim an 
independent Jewish state in the 
Holy Land May 16, the day after 
the British mandate ends,

BERLIN, April 12 (UP)~--Brit- 
ish and American authorities or- 
dered highest priorities today for 
reconstructing the giant ‘Berliner 
West” power plant in the British 
sector of Berlin. 

The plant, capable of supplying 
all power needs for the American, 
British and French sectors of the 
city, was ordered rebuilt in case 
the Russians cut off electricity 


for the western sectors. 

The possibility of such Russian 
action haa been considered by 
western authorities since the def- 
inite east-west split March 20, 
when Soviet Marshal Vassily D. 
Sokolovsky walked out of the Al- 
lied Control Council. 

The German Bizonal economic 
administration at Frankfurt waa 
instructed to give top priority to 
procuring essential materials for 
reconstructing the plant. A Brit- 
ish spokesman said the cost would 
be about $14,000,000. Before the 
war, it was the second largest 
power plant in Berlin. The Kling- 
enberg plant, in the Russian sec- 
tor, is the largest. |

Principal Replies to 
Charges by Superinten- 
dent — Board Changes 


for 


Mind and Votes 
One-Year Contract. 


Robert J. Genins, principal of 
Riverview Gardens High School, 
was offered a new one-year con- 
tract by the district’s board of 
education early today, following a 
five-hour hearing and discussion 
of charges that led the board to 
vote last week not to renew his 
contract. His old contract expires 
next June 30. 

More than 100 of the school’s 370 
students, the majority of whom 
stayed away from classes last 
Thursday in protest against the 
board’s action, waited quietly in a 
corridor outside the board room 
until the decision was announced 
at 1:30 am. The meeting, which 
adjourned once without a decision, 
began at 8:30 o’clock last night. 

The so-called charges against 
the 36-year-old Genins, principal 
of the school for three years, con- 
sisted gencrally of complaints of 


non-co-operation with Superinten- 
dent Everett M. Lemasters, who 
read a list of more than 49 actions 
by Genins to which the superin- 
tendent was strongly opposed. 
They rarged from Genins’s alleged 
failure io consult the superinten- 
dent before boosting admission 
prices to school basketball games 
to failure to prevent employes 
from using school telephones on 
persoual business. 


Listened to Conversation. 


Early in the hearing, Lemasters 
admitted he had listened in on 
telephone conversations conducted 
over the instrument in Genins’s 
office. Once, the superintendent 
reported, he heard a girl telling 
another that she had “lost five 
pounds by just walking up steirs.” 
The party on the other end of the 
line, Lemasters reported, said: 
*T'll besdamned.” - 

Lemasters also charged Genins 
slilowed a school girl scout troop 
to drive to Hannibal “without dis- 
cussing it with me,” conducted 
P.T.A. and Mothers’ Club meetings 
without consulting the superinten- 
dent and failed to enforce a rule 
that lunches must be eaten inside 
the buflding. 


Lemasters prefaced most of his 
charges with the statement: “Let's 
see, now, I have a note before me 
that reads .. .” and read off a 
misdemeanor he had _ recorded 
during the sehool year. Bome af 
the notes went back as far as last 
October. 

To most of the charges, Genins 
deciared: “I'm flabbergasted. Is 
that a charge against me?” Some, 
though, he took the care to ex- 
plain carefully. Others, he denied 
flatly and asked the superintend- 
ent to pass on the next note. 


Girl in Boy's Lap. 


Lemasters reported also that 
once he saw a boy and a girl, 
both students, sitting in a ticket 
booth outside the school. The girl 
was sitting in the boy’s lap. An- 
other time, he said, he caught a 
girl sitting in a boy’s lap in the 

um and “they were hav- 
ing a pretty good time.” He did 
not report his action in either 
case. To both statements, Genins 
gaid: “I see no charge there.” 

The $5300-a-year superintendent, 
who recently signed a new three- 
year contract, was reported after 
the meeting. the last hour and 15 
minutes of which was conducted 
in executive session, to have 
agreed to try to co-operate with 
his principal, who was said to 
have promised co-operation with 
Lemasters. : 


Genins, whose present contract 
is for $3600 a year, and the super- 
intendent had similar difficulties 
last year, but intervention by 
board members brought the two 
together in a temporary truce. 

After the polls closed in the 
school. election last April 6, the 
school board announced it was 
not renewing Genins’s contract on 
@ recommendation by Lemasters. 
Students, parents and two sep- 
arate citizens’ groups petitioned 
the board for a hearing on Le- 
masters’s charges.

When the mother entered the 
living room about 10 p.m. she 
found both children chewing the 
pills, which they believed to be 
candy. .She was unable to make 
Pamela vomit, Mrs. McAllister 
said, and the girl told her she 
had taken a drink of water after 
eating three or four pills. 

Mrs. McAllister called Dr. John 
Armstrong of Kirkwood, who gave 
antidotes to both children and 
summoned the Kirkwood Fire De- 
partment in an effort to save 
Pamela.

BIN HOMES FOR AGED 
TOBE SENT TO ROLLA 


Transfer From County De- 
signed to Take Advantage 
of Lower Costs.

Eight old-age pensioners living 
in private nursing homes in St. 
Louis county will be transferred 
within the next two weeks to the 
McFarland Home for the Aged in 
Rolla, where costs are somewhat 
lower, J. P. Lynes, director of 
the St. Louis County Welfare Of- 
fice, announced yesterday. 

Transfer of the aged persons 
will be made only if they and 
their relatives approve, Lynes em- 
phasize@. About 35 more persons 


whose care is being paid for by 
the County Court will be trans- 
ferred to the Rolla home if the 
first eight receive satisfactory care 
there, he said. 

Lynes said he had inspected the 
McFarland Home and found it 
was operated properly. Wards of 
the County Court living itn private 
nursing homes in St. Louis county 
are charged $75 to $100 a month, 
whereas the Rolla home charges 
$50 to $100, Lynes said. 

The county, assists about 400 
old-age pensioners and about 15 
chronically ll persons who are 
living in private nursing homes. 
For some, the court pays all nurs- 
ing costs but for others families 
pay part of the costs. 

There is no public home for the 
aged or the chronically ill in St. 
Louis county. There are 30 li- 
censed homes in the county, with 
about 1500 patients. Nineteen 
homes have “full-approval”’ li- 
censos and 11 have provisional 
permits to operate, which certify 
that they meet minimum require- 
ments of the state. 


HIGH SCHOOL STRKE 


|Board Refuses to Reconsider 
: Decision to Fire 
Athletic Coach. 


High school students at St. 
| Charles were back at their classes 
today despite a refusal by the 
j board of education last night to 
| reconsider its action in. firing 
Theodore R. Boyett, athletic direc- 
tor. Students had protested 
against the firing by remaining 
away from classes Friday and yes- 
terday. 

A mass meeting of parents and 

upils which filled the school audi- 

rium to ‘capacity last night was 
informed by the board that it had 
no intention of rehiring Boyett 
when his contract expires in Juné, 
and “we don’t care whether the 
oy yg come back to school or 
no ” . 

The board had refused to attend 
the mass mee but agreed to ac- 
cept from a committee appointed 
at the meeting a petition by 1600 
residents asking for Boyett’s re- 
tention. 

Osmund Haenssler, attorney and 
head of the committee, reported 
the board's attitude as “haughty 
and uncompro‘nising,” but pointed 
out to the meeting that the board 
was a duly constituted body and 
within its legal rights in refusing 
to renew Boyett’s contract. 

“The board merely repeated the 
reasons given earlier for the firing 
of Boyett—failure to respect rules 
and regulations, displaying ‘su- 
perior attitudes’ and creating 
scenes and situations,” Haenssler 
told the Post-Dispatch today. 

Although the board said ft 
would not gppeal to the students 
to return, Haenssler urged 
children to do so, He was joined 
in the appeal by Boyett, himself, 
who said he appreciated the atti- 
tude of the youngsters in going to 
his defense but thought the 
“strike” had served its purpose ih 
arousing public opinion and should 
be ended. He said he would con- 
tinue to serve until the end of the 
current school year “to the best of 
my ability.” ' ' 

Decision to release Boyett came 
on the day after the election last 
Tuesday when voters unseated J. 
E. Travis as president of the 
board and elected Dr. F. L. Har- 
rington as a member in his placa 
*The members of the board decided 
against Boyett by a vote of five 
to one, oo Dr. Harrington vot- 
ing to retain the coach, As a re 
sult of friction between Boyett 
and Travis, the former supported 
Dr. Harrington in his successful 
campaign against Travis.

Reaction to Settlement, 


Reaction to Lewis’s settlement 
of the dispute was mixed. He 
agreed to a compromise plan ad- 
vanced by Senator Bridges (Rep.), 
New Hampshire, who was desig- 
nated as the neutral trustee of the 
miners’ $32,000,000 welfare and re- 
tirement fund in a weekend move 
which caught Republicans as well 
as the Democratic Truman Admin- 
istration by sunprise. 

Truman had invoked the Taft- 
Hartley Act’s national emergency 
strike provisions by appointing a 
board of inquiry then authorizing 
Attorney General Clark to seek an 
injunction. But Lewis looked the 
other way, until House Speaker 
Joseph W. Martin (Rep.), Massa- 
chusetts, stepped in Saturday with 
his suggestion that Bridges be 
named the neutral trustee. 

Martin has been considered a 
dark horse contender for the pres- 
idential nomination. He received 
a standing ovation yesterday in 
the House after the tentative set- 
tlement of the dispute was an- 
nounced, 

Details of Compromise. 


The pension compromise pro- 
vides for $100 monthly pensions 
for UMW_.members who (a) re- 
tired after May 29, 1946 (the date 
the Government gave Lewis his 
figst welfare fund to end the 1946 
spring strike) and (b) are more 
han 62 years old with 20 years’ 
ervice. Bridges set aside $5,000,- 
000 for initial payments, and said 
the whole plan could be reviewed 
any time. 

Lewis had wanted $100 a month 
for miners when they reach 60 
years of age and had 20 years in 
the industry. Also he wanted all 
UMW members declared eligible, 
regardless of how long ago they 
laid down their tools. 

Ezra Van Horn, the operators’ 
trustee, who .was outvoted by 
Lewis and Bridges, declared he is 
“not satisfied” with the arrange- 
ment. He said that paying pen- 
sions to UMW members whose 
employers are not contributing the 
10-cent tonnage royalty for the 
welfare fund would violate the 
Taft-Hartley law. But he said he 
is unable to predict whether he 
or other operators will challenge 
the Bridges compromise in. court. 

Walter L. Slifer, statistician of 
the Bituminous Coal Institute, es- 
timated that 10,000 to 20,000 soft 
coal miners could qualify for pen- 
sions in the fund’s first year of 
operation, He figures the first 
year’s cost at $12,000,000 to $24.,- 
000,000. The Bridges proposal pro- 
vides $5,000,000 to start operations. 

After the first year, Shifer fig- 
ured about 4000 miners will be- 
come eligible annually. 

Slifer said 3000 to 6000 miners 
at least 62 years old and with 20 
years in the industry have retired 
since May 1946. The Bridges pro- 
posal makes these men eligible. 
The remainder eligible in the first 
year will be those who have 
reached 62 and have 20 years in 
the industry, but have not retired. 

Most of the operators have left 
Washington. They will get in the 
picture again if and when Lewis 
reopens negotiations on his cur- 
rent contract, which expires June 
30. In addition to the pension 
issue, which has been settled only 
tentatively by the Bridges-Lewis 
plan, the union is getting ready 
to ask for a substantial wage 
boost and up to 40 cents a ton 
for the welfare fund instead. of 
the present 10 cents.

Saving in Operators’ Pay.

OSAGE FLOOD DAMAGE AWARD 
UPHELD BY SUPREME COURT 


JEFFERSON CITY, April 13 
(AP)—A $600 damage award in- 
volving siltation caused by Bagnell 
Dam and the Lake of the Ozarks 
was upheld yesterday by the Mis- 
sour{ Supreme Court. 

Cc. W. and Rena Kennedy won 
the judgment in circuit court, it 
was affirmed by the Kansas City 
Court of Appeais and then by the 
Supreme Court.

Miss Bayles told the committee 
she disclosed the export quota fig- 
ures to Miss Geraldine Canning, 
secretary to Eugéne W. Brocken- 
brough, the executive vice presi- 
dent of the shortening manufac- 
turers’ institute. 

Miss Canning, she said, former- 
ly worked as her assistant in the 
Commerce Department. 

Last Sept. 5, she said, there was 
a big jump in ‘lard prices and, as 
an economist, she could not under- 
stand why. So she telephoned 
Miss Canning to see if the oil and 
fats trade could explain it. 

Then on Monday, Sept. 8 Miss 
Bayles said, she saw the new ex- 
port quotas which were virtually 
double those for the previous 
three months. 

She told the committee it oc- 
eurred to her that a leak of the 
figures might have been respon- 
sible for the market jump the 
previous Friday. 

Later on that Monday, she said, 
she made routine calls to trade 
associations to tell them to watch 
for a press release on the export 
figures. When she talked to Miss 
Canning, she said a leak probably 
had caused the Friday market 
u 


pswing. 

“T then rattled out the figures,” 
Miss Bayles told the committee. 
“Tt then asked her not to release 
the information and she said she 
would not. . - .

Thus the Berlin crisis, which 
seemed to be temporarily at an 
end, is dragging deceptively and 
dangerously on. 

At any moment, the crisis can 
flare up again into real acuteness. 
Nonetheless, Washington and Lon- 
don, Paris and Brussels, 
breathing a little more easily. 

For a few days, it appeared pos- 
gible that the Soviets were pre- 
pared to go to any lengths, not 
stopping Jeoct of war, to halt the 
reconstruction of western Europe, 
but the Finnish treaty is now con- 
sidered to have changed the as- 
pect of affairs, 

The new accord between Mos- 
cow and Helsinki officially places 
Finland within the Soviet sphere. 
The Kremlin wanted much more 
than this. The first demands were 
for an “alliance” reducing Finland 
to the status of Estonia, Latvia 
and Lithuania in the few months 
before those nations finally disap- 
peared. The tough Finns refused 
to accept any such status. 

The Soviet Union holds Finland, 
from the military standpoint, in 
the hollow ofits hand, yet the re- 
ports do not even suggest that any 
of the usual! third-degree methods 
were used to break down the Fin- 
mish delegates at the Moscow 
meetings. Instead, because there 
was a genuine risk that the Finns 
might resist if their internal inde- 
pendence was impaired, the Krem- 
lin coolly accepted the Finns’ own 
treaty draft. 

This obviously significant Soviet 
retreat is weighed in connection 
with certain other evidence of a 
more obscure nature. One item 
is the state of the east-west trans- 
portation links across Europe.

In Turkey, the new Soviet Am- 
bassador, Lavrischev, who is one 
of the Kremlin's chief Balkan op- 
eratives, shows signs of soon em- 
barking on a campaign of bully- 
ing. The Italian election outlook 
continued to improve, but fears 
of a Communist-launched civil war 
have far from subsided. The Ber- 
lin trouble is going on as noted, 
and there is a threat of compar- 
able trouble at Vienna. 


Some observers believe that the 
Balkan satellites will give much 
more overt assistance to the 
Greek guerriilas if the American- 
planned drive to clean up the 
guerrillas shows any signs of suc- 
cess. 

And so it goes. 

Therefore the official theory 
has been stated by one qualitied 
to speak: 

“The Soviets do not want war 
now. But they are pursuing 
their tactics of maximum provo- 
cation and maximum pressure 
on all soft spots so recklessly 
and with such determination 
that the risk of war cannot be 
ignored. The risk exists, and 
that’s all there is to it.” 

Such is the new stage of de- 
velopment. Under the circum- 
stances, it is lucky that the Ber- 
lin crisis sent such a nervous 
shock through the capitals of the 
western allies. It may seem in- 
credible, but it is nevertheless a 
fact that the military staffs had 
not previously agreed on any 
scheme of joint or co-operative ac- 
tion in case of trouble.

capped by lack of American know-how. Russian propagandists 


of course, will not admit this, 


They will point out, instead, that last 


year Russia had already reconverted its war plant to production of 
peacetime goods. They say gross production of all industry increased 


22 per cent in 1947 over that of the previous year. 


In point of fact, 


however, foreign experts are convinced that 1947 output as a whole 
still was well under that of prewar 1940. 


Peacetime production in Russia 


today means an all-out effort to 
build up heavy industry as a 
guarantee “against any eventualli- 
ty.” This means that the average 
Russian worker continues to sweat 
and without while the Govern- 
ment, for strategic reasons, builds 
up areas in the remote Siberian 
heartland. 

Reconstruction of war-damaged 
areas in western Russia is still 
going on, but at a much slower 
pace than in previous years. Even 
Pravda, one of the official So- 
viet newspapers, says the housing 
program is “lagging badly.” 

Would Still Have Slums. 

It would take a miracle to meet 
the present goal of 72,400,000 
equare meters (86,590,000 square 
yards) of new living space by the 
end of 1950. And even if it were 
ee ge ge Russia still would 
be of notorious slum tene- 
ments that house the bulk of its 
people. 

Actually, 10947 witnessed the 
production of much less lumber 
than before the war, much less 
cement, ferrous metals and petro- 
leum. Steel is behind plan. Com- 
paratively few new blast furnaces 
and open hearths were put into 
operation last year, with the ex- 
ception of the plant at Zaporozh- 
stal. A 19 per cent increase in 
steel production had been planned 
for 1947, but only 8 per cent was 
achieved. 

Coal, aluminum, copper, nickel 
and electric power production were 
hitting above prewar levels, yet 
transportation was still bottle- 
necked. 

This is serious in a country with 
mot nearly enough trains and 
tracks for its needs, and roads 
so primitive that they could not 
handle a decent volume of traf- 
fic even if there were enough 
trucks. 

The average Russian knows that 
until the Sovfets attain the goal 
Joseph Stalin has set—“overtake 
and surpass America” — he will 
have to forego a decent standard 
of living. 

Sacrifice His Lot, 

As a matter of fact, Ivan’s lot 
has been, is and still promises to 
be for years, one continual sac- 


rifice, even if the five-year plan 


is fulfilled, which is doubtful. 

While the Soviets continually 
put their fingers on world sore- 
spots, they are careful to cover 
up failures at home. Virtually 
nothing is heard of Russia's pres- 
ent five-year plan, of Ivan’s sal- 
ary, and the cost of living. 


This skill of Soviet propagandists 
is winning many converts to Com- 
munism outside Russia. But Com- 
munists promising disgruntled 
Europgan peasants and workers 
a better life fail to mention that 
the average Russian’s standard of 
living is lower than that in any 
other nation in postwar Europe, 
except in parts of bombed-out 
Germany. 

Nor do they own up that Rus- 
sian wages are still so far behind 
prices that a Russian worker 
must labor 70 minutes for a 
pound of bread as compared to 
an <American’s eight; that he 
works three hours for a glass of 
beer, while an American earris his 
in six minutes; that it takes 382 
hours for a Russian to earn the 
price of a woman's cotton dress, 
- American, two hours, 23 min- 
utes. 


Frenchmen, Italians, Greeks and 
others frequently hear that their 
governments are to blame for the 
high cost of living, while Russia 
did away with rationing and re- 
duced prices at the end of last 

Price Cuts Wusory. 

No Russian mention is made of 
the fact, however, that the Rus- 
sians have been rationed for 12 
of the last 19 years, or that re- 
cent price reductions are illusory 
when it is remembered that in 
September 1946, the Government 
cut rations, but tripled prices in 
an attempt to get more people to 
work to replace war-killed man- 
power.

Labeled “Togliatti’'s 
Da,” it shows Communist leader 
Palmiro Togliatti, arch opponegt 
of the Marshall aid plan, virtually 
subsisting on the benevolence of 
the United States. 

A Christian Democrat broad- 
side, the poster first shows Togli- 
atti eating breakfast. Behind him 
is an empty bed, with bedclothing 
stamped “UNRRA,” 

“This is wonderful bread,” Togli- 
atti says as he bites into a roll 
marked “made from U. §S, flour.” 
He uses American sugar, Ameri- 
can coffee, milk heated with gas 
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made from American coal. He 


and a suit of UNRRA cloth. 


Then Togliatti is at a railway 
station to meet his wife, who ar- 
rives behind a locomotive marked 
“United States Army” and pow- 
ered by United States coal. He 
drives to his office in an Italian 
car made with United States metal 
and powered by United States 
gasoline.

Last night at Parma, in Italy’s 
leftist north, Togliatti said: 

“The Communist party does not 
purely and simply reject Ameri- 
can aid, but asks that it does not 
compromise our independence.” 

A one-hour nation-wide strike 
yesterday—called by the Commu- 
nist-dominated Italian Labor Con- 
federation—was pretty much of a 
fizzle. 

Violence in South. 

There was only one report of 
violence in yesterday’s campaign- 
ing. Somebody threw a bomb into 
a Communist-led Popular Front 
meeting at Lizzanelli in southern 
Italy. A man was killed and 21 
persons were wounded, 

As Communist strength ap» 
peared to be waning, the Chris- 
tian Democrats put on an even 
more vigorous drive. 

Premier Alcide de Gasperi told 
a cheering crowd of some 100,000 
persons in Florence—where the 
governor is a Communist—to turn 
in sae weapons “on the altar of 
democracy.” He agreed to debate 
Togliatti in Naples Friday. 

The Communists have not aban- 
doned their battle against the 
Marshall plan entirely, and it still 
is one of the major issues of the 
election. Yesterday Turin’s Com- 
munist mayor told residents of 
that northern city the Marshall 
plan would bring misery and un- 
employment. 

Ships bringing American aid 
have posed a difficult fact for the 
Communists to answer. 

Today United States Ambassa- 
dor James C. Dunn, who has 
been campaigning against the 
Communists almost ag hard as De 
Gasperi, will go to Naples to meet 
the 600th American aid ship to 
Italy. 

Warning of Red Move. 

The independent Rome news- 
paper Il Tiempo charged today 
that Soviet Foreign Office Deputy 
Valerian Zorin had drafted a plan 


to close Italy’s borders and engi- 
neer a military alliance among 
Italy, Russia and Yugoslavia in 
the event the. Communists win 
next Sunday’s elections. 

Zorin was reported to be the 
mastermind behind the recent 
Czechoslovakian coup, 

Police reported today that the 
mysterious gun-running ship, 
which was sunk by a time bomb 
in the port of Bari last week, was 
bound for the tiny island of Li- 
pari, which was marked for seiz- 
ure by the Communists, 

The plot was nipped, police said, 
with the arrest of a self-styled 
Russian aviation colonel, Isaac 
Fegman, who lived on Lipari, a 
rocky outcropping north of Sicily. 

Il Tiempo said Romanian Com- 
munists have slipped into Italy to 
help the Communist front in the 
final stages of the compaign in 
the north, 

In the Arezzo district, police 
were turning up numerous caches 
of arms. 

The Italian government etarted 
proceedings, meanwhile, to remove 
Ambrogio Donini, Italian Ambas- 
sador to Poland, who has been a 
Communist for 21 of his 44 years. 

The proceedings were started by 
Foreign Minister Count Carlo 
Sforza, who discovered that Donini 
had come to Rome to take part 
in the campaign, in which he is a 
candidate for the Senate. 

Under Italian law, Sforza must 
get the permission of the cabinet 
to remove a person of Donini’s 
rank, but cabinet sources said 
there will be no objections. ,

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


H L. Mencken has said that the writ- 
ing of poetry is an act of delayed ado- 
lescence, and that the poet in his later 
years is a pule and flabby person, kept 
alive by hope and patent medicines. 


This grotesqué criticism would con- 
demn not only the structure of verse but 
the “poetic heart,” of which Burns and 
Ww orth wrote. Shakespeare and 
Dante, Virgil and Homer were adoles- 
cents; great and enduring thoughts the 
vagaries of immature minds, and spirit- 
uality a misleading fancy! 

The gentleman should understand that 
poetry is not simply verse. Great poems 
are great thoughts. Verse that has 
neither wisdom nor insight may be in- 
teresting, and -even pleasing, but it is 
not poetry; it is as an artificial flower, 
wanting fragrance. 

Why should one dislike poetry? Per- 
haps for the same reason that another 
does not care for music, There are 
many whose minds do not respond to 
the “concord of swect sounds.” Dr, 
Johnson, regarded in his day as an ex- 
ample of the common sense of England, 
was never impressed with it. Whittier’s 
ear was deaf to it. Gen. Grant cared 
as little for music as for politics. 


Fortunately, these men were compen- 
sated for a deficiency by the possession 
of other qualities, among which was a 
broad and patient tolerance—a mentor 
that restrained them from ridiculing an 
art they neither loved nor understood, 

Of late—at least in America—there 
seems to be an increase of tolerance; 
a recognition that we do not live so- 
‘ cially, morally or intellectually in one 
world, but in many worlds in one; each 
in his own congenial sphere. It is grati- 
fying to be Jet. alone, to be free from 
the intrusion of an alien mind that 
‘ would, without any right or reason, 
without sympathy or understanding, 
misinterpret us to ourselves. 

Among many whose judgments serve 
them. without assistance are those who 
find diversion and pleasure in reading 
poetry—men and women whose ears are 
sensitive to verbal melody and whose 
minds are moved by the march of words,

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_ A Cooked-Up Deal? 


Tomorrow John Lewis must appear before 
Judge Goldsborough to answer the charge of 
contempt that has been placed against him. In 
a patent effort to purge himself of contempt, or 
to lay the legal basis .for the argument that he 
has done so, Lewis yesterday told the miners 
that “your voluntary cessatidn of work should 
now be terminated.” Note the use of the word 
“voluntary.” 

Meantime, let us look back for a moment at 
the odd sequence of events which led to the pen- 
sion agreement. It has all the earmarks of a 
cooked-up deal to suit Lewis’ political purposes, 
and to make it appear that the Truman Admin- 
istration, which had duly proceeded under the 
Taft-Hartley law, was hopelessly inept. Perhaps 
Lewis also meant to show once again in what 
loathing he holds that law. 

In any case, out of a clear sky, Speaker Mar- 
tin is supposed to have picked up the telephone 
to ask Lewis and Ezra Van Horn, operators’ rep- 
resentative, to meet in the Speaker's office. 
They quickly agreed. Then, in a 13-minute ses- 
sion, Martin proposed Senator Bridges as the 
third member of the board of trustees to admin- 
ister the miners’ welfare fund. That post has 
been vacant for some time. 

Is it believable that Speaker Martin got a sud- 
den inspiration to call up Lewis? Martin is 
hardly noted for statesmanlike initiative or 
flashes of brilliant insight. «Isn't it more likely 
that Lewis chose Martin as the great peacemaker 
and arranged the telephone call in advance? 
Martin’s presidential stock is supposed to have 
been boosted by the transaction, and perhaps 
that was in Lewis’ calculations, too. 

Lewis got a pension for his miners after tying 
up the nation’s coal industry for four weeks, and 
after a long series of posturings that placed his 
name day after day in the nation’s headlines. 
An excellent case can be made for miners’ pen- 
sions, and there seems no doubt that Lewis could 
have attained his objective by following a course 
of ordinary negotiation and without a strike. But 
that would not have placed him in the spotlight 
or satisfied his calossal egotism. 

We go into details to this length to make the 
point (1) that John Lewis has too often abused 
his power as czar of a fundamental American 
industry and (2) that the United States Govern- 
ment has not devised the means to deal with 
such a person. It is a humiliating spectacle, es- 
pecially at a time when the eyes of the world 
are on this country more sharply than ever. 

And if the current coal strike is about over, 
the nation faces the possibility of another Lewis- 
inspired crisis when the miners’ contract expires 
in June. TRe nation's coal supply, sorely de- 
pleted by the work stoppage of the last month, 
will be far below normal at that time. When 
coal stocks are low, it is easier for Lewis to get 
what he wants. 

One result of the present imbroglio may be a 
law dreaded by labor. Representative Hartley 
has offered a bill to place workers as well as 
employers under the Sherman anti-trust law. 
The bill would make it unlawful for two or more 
employes to conspire to bring about a work stop- 
page. It would end labor’s long exemption from 
anti-trust prosecution, granted by the Clayton 
Act and reinforced by judicial interpretation. 
And it would not be surprising if more stringent 
provisions were added to the Taft-Hartley law. 

Meanwhile,.- Judge Goldsborough, who once 
before has shown his mettle in dealing with 
Lewis, is in the center of the stage. We hope 
he will do his stuff. 
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Judge Dusher’s Explanation 

We print. in full under today’s cartoon an ex- 
planation by Circuit Judge Dusher of Rockford 
of his handling of the Tony Marino case. 

The heart of the explanation, as we read it, {is 
that Marino lied when he contended that he did 
not have protection of his rights at the trial 
which resulted in a life sentence for murder. A 
major second point of the explanation ig that 
Attorney ‘General Barrett of Illinois moved for 
Marino’s release without knowing the facts of 
the case. 

This is strikingly at variance with what the 
United States Supreme Court said in its unani- 
mous order sending the Marino case back to the 
Illinois trial court after the defendant had served 
22 years in prison. Here is what the nine Jus- 
tices said: 

In the light of the confession of error and 
the undisputed facts, we conclude that peti- 


tioner (Marino) was denied the due process 
of law which the Fourteenth Amendment 


requires. 

This appraisal says clearly that Tony Marino's 
rights were not protected by the trial court 
which sentenced him, If Judge Dusher is right, 
the Supreme Court’s conclusion, quoted above, 
is wrong. 
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No Push-Button War 


Secretary Forrestal finds it necessary to re- 
state the obvious in his testimony to Congress on 
the defense of the nation. It takes manpower to 
fight a war. Why does the Secretary for De- 
fense have to belabor this axiom? 

First, because so many members of Congress 
feel that whatever is to be said in favor of uni- 


' versal military training, there is one overriding 


thing to be said against it: it is impolitic. 
» Second, because they think they have found a 
politic way out in an expanded Air Force and the 
draft, the basic idea being that the next war will 
be a push-button affair, not requiring the serv- 
ices of large numbers of men. 

On distinguished military authority, this is the 
bunk. For the Air Force itself, Chief of Staff 
Gen. Spaatz says: “There will be no easy way 


out in the next war, if there is one. ... People. 


who think they'll be able to sit back in the next 
war and let military aircraft do the job are all 
wet.” : 

A primary difference between a war of the 
future and the wars of the past will be in greatly 
increased need for trained manpower; for in ad- 
dition to the requirements on the military front, 
there may be requirements on the home front on 
an unprecedented scale, Military men think-it 
is one of the worst dangers we must prepare 
against, that an enemy’s first blows against our 
homeland might tie up so much of our man- 
power in caring for the wounded and dying, and 
for other purposes, that we would not have 
enough left to repel the attack. 

The push-button idea is a delusion. Mej. Gen. 
Gavin likened one form of it—‘“the atom bomb 
complex”—to the Maginot Line delusion which 
was so disastrous for France. “The bomb must 
be supported by ground forces,” he said in his 
Army day address in St. Louis. “We cannot 
again lose $60,000,000 worth of airfields as we 
did in China because we lacked air-transportable 
troops to protect them.” 

No responsible military authority says other- 
wise. As Adm. Nimitz put it: “It is my con- 
viction that the ground soldier must goin to hold

It is 
as true as when George C, Marshall, then Chief 
of Staff, said: “The time of our decision on the 
question of universal military training is ur- 
And it is far more urgent than it was 
then, for those words were spoken nearly three 
years ago. 
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Housing, a Test of Congress 

Unless other Senators do better than Mis- 
souri’s pair, the Taft-Ellender-Wagner bill will 
be touch-and-go when the Senate votes this 
week. Mayor Kaufmann urged them to support 
the bill as indispensable to St. Louis’ struggle 
against slums and shortages. But Mr. Donnell 
has not made up his mind. And Mr. Kem will 
vote Nay because it includes some “socialistic” 
public housing. ‘The future of America,” he 
says, “must rest on free enterprise, private prop- 
erty and personal initiative.” 

This is a strange tribute to an enterprise 

which is so feeble that it laps up all the hand- 
outs it can beg. The housing industry has long 
had FHA mortgage insurance at less than cost. 
It is offered more of this, and also millions in 
new subsidies, under the T-E-W bill. As Charles 
Abrams says, the industry has eagerly “social- 
ized its risks” and remains private only in its 
profits. Mr. Kem raises no objections to this, 
the major part of the bill, but the public housing 
section horrifies him. : 
_ Surely, the bill is moderate in providing low- 
rent public housing for only 500,000 families in 
contrast with its aids to 14,500,000 higher-priced 
privately owned houses. At least this much pro- 
vision is needed for the poor people who will be 
dispossessed through the bill’s slum clearance 
subsidies. 

A decent spirit of live-and-let-live, however, is 
no trait of the real estate lobby and its numer- 
ous congressional servants, so the bill is in peril. 
If it comes through the Senate intact in spite of 
the Kems, it must face the House Banking Com- 
mittee. That citadel of the real estate lobby has 
locked up similar bills for three years, awaiting 
a chance to cut out all provisions for the poor 
who need housing most acutely. 

The American people are better fed and 
clothed than they were when President Roose- 
velt found a third of the nation “ill-housed, ill- 
clad, ill-nourished,” but the housing situation 
has grown steadily worse. Next to inflation, it 
is the most serious domestic problem. Unless 
this Congress does more for housing than it has 
done against inflation, the conclusion must be 
that its members are not responding to the needs 
of the people. The fate of the T-E-W bill will 


tell the story. 
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That Big Bird 


We're not going to be too skeptical about that 
big bird that has been reported flying around 
these parts; after all, one of the witnesses is a 
distinguished bird expert. It is too bad, though, 
the witnesses are at variance. One describes it 
as big as a B-29; another as a mere pursuit 
plane. In the former case, at least, that bird is 
too big. We'd like one about the size of a Piper 
Cub, with bright yellow feathers and perhaps a 
scarlet topknot. That would be a bird within 
the range of man’s limited imagination and it 
could perch happily on such things as radio tow- 
ers, a delight to the eye. And it would be even 
better if it could sing. Anyway, these big birds 
have it all over the flying disc craze of a few 


months ago. 
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Vital Public School Issue 


It is genuinely disturbing to find churches, sec- 
tarian groups and individual clergymen putting 
expediency above scrupulous adherence to the 
law. Yet that substantially is what they appear 
to be doing as they urge continuation of the re- 
ligious instruction program of the public schools 
in the face of the Supreme Court's decision in 
the McCollum case. 

The McCollum decision outlawed the religious 
instruction program in use:in the Champaign 


. schools. Notwithstanding this, the Metropolitan 


Church Federation, the St. Louis Council of 
Christian Churches, and the St. Louis Interfaith 
Committee, which contains representatives of 
Catholic, Lutheran and other Protestant denom- 
inations, all propose that the classes be con- 
tinued, at least until the end of the schoad year. 

As stated by the Rev, Clark Walker Cum- 
mings, executive secretary for the federation, the 
chief concern seems to be that if the classes are 
discontinued now, the church federation will 
“break faith” with 100 specially employed re- 
ligious teachers. Those teachers are engaged to 
the end of the school year. 

This surely cannot be regarded as an insur- 
mountable problem... A first attempt at solution 
could be to have the classes meet on Saturday or 
after school hours on weekdays—minus all con- 
nection with public school enrollment and at- 
tendance records. If this cannot be arranged, it 
should be a simple matter to pey the teachers 
for the few weeks remaining and to close the 
classes. It is doubtful that very many teachers 
would cansider faith was broken under such 
circumstances. 

The School Board’s counsel, Emmet T. Carter, 
has advised Superintendent Hickey that the St. 
Louis system is a violation of the Supreme 
Court decision. Superintendent Hickey has re¢- 


‘ommended to the Instruction Committee that the 


classes he ended, The committee has now so 
proposed to the board. It remains only for the 
board to act on this sound advice of its counsel, 
superintendent and committee. 
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Pressure on Vienna 

When we said on April 5 that sooner or later 
the Russians would apply the Berlin squeeze to 
Vienna, we did not either know or expect that 
the application would come only a week later. 
Trains carrying British and American personnel 
now have been held up, investigated and delayed. 
On the main highway, heretofore used by the 
Western democracies in moving from their zones 
of Austria to their sectors of Vienna, traffic has 
been brought to a standstill by a Russian block- 
ade. 

The geography of the occupation in Austria 
makes the United States, Britain and France just 
as vulnerable in Vienna as they are in Berlin. 
Vienna, which is also divided into four sectors, 
is deep in the Russian zone. The Western de- 
mocracies move personnel and supplies over Rus- 


_ sian-supervised’ territory, under agreement in 


force for nearly three years, Our forces. can 
never be very large in either city and in any 
case Russian personnel in overwhelming num- 
bers surrounds both cities, It would be hard to 
arrange situations more easily adapted to the 
Russian techniques of infiltration and pressure. 

Our course must be no less firm in Vienna 
than it hag been in Berlin, We cannot yield an 
inch without suffering seriously in the eyes of 
Europeans who are close-at-hand observers of 
the struggle between the Russians and the Weat- 
ern democracies.

In taking exception with an editorial, the jurist states his interpre- 
tation of the U. §, Supreme Court mandate and tells of proceed- 
ings under it; believes he was instructed to determine whether, 
prisoner actually was denied constitutional right; found he was not. 


A Letter to the Post-Dispatch 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Some one was kind enough to send me a 
copy of your paper of April 6, 1948, contain- 
ing an editorial entitled—“I Am the Law 
Dusher.” It is very apparent to me that 
whoever wrote this article did so without 
knowledge of the proceedings had subse- 
quent to the opinion of the United States 
Supreme Court which is referred to in that 
article. Knowing the fine reputation of 
your newspaper and being fully convinced 
of your fairness, I wish to inform you of 
the proceedings which were had subsequent 
to the decision of the Supreme Court. 


The mandate from the United States Su- 
preme Court reversed and remanded the 
case to this court with the following order: 


“And it igs further ordered that this 
cause be, and the same igs hereby, re- 
manded to the Circuit Court of Winne- 
bago County, State of Illinois, for appro- 
priate proceedings in the light of the con- 
fession of error filed by the Attorney 
General of the State of Illinois.” 


The cause was redocketed on Jan. 26, 
1948, and Marino filed a petition for change 
of venue. The case was called for hearing 
on Feb. 16, 1948, and at that time both Ma- 
rino and the Attorney Gencral of Illinois 
filed motions that Marino should be dis- 
charged under the mandate of the United 
States Supreme Court, I declined to hear 
the motions and Marino then withdrew his 
petition for change of venue and requested 
that I pass upon the motions to discharge 
Marino. After a hearing, I refused to grant 
the motions to discharge Marino, on the 
ground that I construed the mandate of 
the United States Supreme Court to mean 
that this court should have a complete 
hearing on the facts, circumstances and 
everything that transpired in the murder 
case in which Marino was sentenced. 


Judge Files Suggestion 


The case was then continued and the 
Attorney General immediately filed in the 
United States Supreme Court a motion 
which requested that that court instruct 
this court to discharge Marino. The attor- 
ney for Marino also filed a motion in the 
United States Supreme Court, requesting 
the same order, 


In view of the fact that neither the mo- 
tion of the Attorney Genera] nor the mo- 
tion of Marino presented to the United 
States Supreme Court the position I had 
taken as trial judge in the habeas corpus 
proceedings, I therefore filed guggestions 


-with the United States Supreme Court, set- 


ting forth the construction that I had made 
of the mandate of that court and stated 
that I had construed the mandate as mean- 
ing that “appropriate proceedings, in the 
light of ‘the confession of error filed by the 
Attorney General” meant that I should have 
a full hearing concerning the record and 
all of the facts surrounding the proceed- 
ings of the Circuit Court of Winnebago 
County, Illinois, in 1925, when Marino was 
sentenced. I further stated that I would 
most respectfully and obediently follow any 
directions given by that court, 


Marino Denies Murder 


The United States Supreme Court denied 
the motion of the Attorney General, sup- 
plemented by the motion of Marino and 
thereby affirmed my interpretation of the 
mandate. 


The habeas corpus proceedings then pro- 
ceeded to a hearing and two full days were 
spent in hearing the facts concerning what 
transpired in the murder case when Mari- 
no was sentenced, After this full hearing 
it wag perfectly obvious that the statements 
made by Marino were false; that he did 
have the benefit of the advice of counsel; 
that he was fully advised of his rights; 
that at the time he made his confession 
there were four or five of his Italian friends 
present and the Italian interpreter was the 
manager of the telephone company in Be- 
loit, Wis.; that he did just what he stated 


/ 


he wanted to do, after he had the benefit 
of the advice of counsel, He pleaded guilty 


and “threw himself on the mercy of the 


court.” 


Marino made the statement that he didn’t 
commit the murder, It was overwhelming- 
ly disproved by his confession, by a letter 
signed by him (and he admitted it was 
signed by him) and by statements made 
before the Parnle Board of the State of 
Tilinois on two hearings he had on applica- 
tions for parole. . 

It was after this two days’ full hearing, 
when every point presented was fully in- 
quired into, that I quashed the writ of 
habeas corpus and remanded Marino to the 
custody: of the warden of the Illinois State 
penitentiary. 


Change of Venue Denied 


After this hearing had begun, Marino 
filed a second petition for change of venue. 
This petition for a change of venue was 
denied for the reason that there was not 
proper notice given; that it was not filed 
in apt time, because the hearing had al- 
ready begun, and that it was not filed in 
good faith. It is very definitely the law of 
Tilinois that a petition for change of venue 
comes too late, after the case has proceeded 
to hearing and also that a party cannot ask 
the court for a ruling and then when dis- 
satisfied with that ruling, petition for a 
change of venue, 


Under the law of Illinois this court had 
no jurisdiction in habeas corpus to dis 
charge Marino. That law was urged upon 
the court at Marino’s first hearing, by the 
Attorney General of Illinois, It was be- 
cause of this law that no’sufficient inquiry 
was made into the facts at the first hear- 
ing by the Attorney General. The Attor- 
ney General, in his confession of error in 
the United States Supreme Court, confessed 
error upon facts which were false, and 
which he would have known to have been 
false if he had made the slightest investi- 
gation of the facts. 


The second hearing was conducted by me 
under the mandate of the United States 5u- 
preme Court which I construed to mean that 
if, after a full hearing, my conclusion was 
that Marino’s constitutional rights were not 
protected, that I should discharge him but 
that, if I came to the conclusion that his 
constitutional rights had been protected, he 
should not be discharged but should be 
remanded to the custody of the warden of 
the Illinois State penitentiary. It was my 
opinion and still is, that the United States 
Supreme Court affirmed my interpretation 
of its mandate. You will readily see there- 
fore, that instead of setting myself up 
against the nine Justices that I followed 
their directions. 


Severe, But Fair 


Tt is very apparent to me therefore, that 
whoever wrote the article to which I have 
referred did not know the contents of the 
mandate from the United States Supreme 
Court, did not know of the proceedings that 
were had subsequently to. the mandate, and 
did not know of the affirmance by the 
United States Supreme Court of my inter- 
pretation of the mandate, All these facts 
are available to you for your confirmation. 


Your article was very severe, But know- 
ing the eminent fairness of your paper 
over all of the years, I know that you will 
want to know the pr which were 
subsequent to the first decision of the 
United States Supreme Court.

Here, In 
two volumes, is & pretty good record of that 
failure which ended in World War II. 


M. Gafencu, who was Romania's Foreign 
Minister at the time, writes a clear-headed 
account of his journey from Bucharest 
through Krakow, Berlin, Brussels, London, 
Paris, Rome, Athens, Ankara, Belgrade and 
back to Bucharest. The journey took place 
in those unhappy days just preceding the 
war, and brought him in contact with 

all or most of the 
men guiding Europe 
and the world down 
the precipice. 

The second volume 
is a selection of Ger- 
man diplomatic cor- 
respondence 
ing, roughly, the same . 

7) period, from that 
great store captured 
by the American 
forces at Degeners- 
hausen, Germany, in 
April, 1945. 

Taken together, the 
two books should 
give professional his- 

torians a few busy evenings. While we 

await their verdict the rest of us can ask 

a few questions and search, at any rate, 

for answers. 

Was World War II really necessary? M. 
Gafencu does not believe it, “It appears 
today more clearly than anyone could have 
seen it in 1939,” he says, “that the insuffi- 
ciency of prewar diplomatic efforts (efforts, 
however, which were devoid of neither good 
will nor persistence) was largely due to the 
absence of a deep moral reaction 
the absurd and sacrilegious Hitlerism.” Or, 
in a word—Munich, to begin with, and then | 
the Nasi-Soviet nonaggression pact of 1939.

Britain had its Churchills—and, unfor 
tunately, its Chamberlains. Russia had its 
Litvinovs (and history may yet pay tribute 
to this man’s dream of collective security) 
~—but also, again unfortunately, its Molo- 
tovs. Chamberlain and Molotov were the 
clever ones, and out of their cleverness 
came war. 

But they were by no means alone in 
moral blindness in 1939. Poland’s Col. Beck 
was, in fact, more nearly‘the prototype. . 
When the future of negotiations between 
Britain, France and Russia—to stop Ger- 
many—seemed to depend on receiving the 
consent of Poland to co-operate, Beck could 
only reply “No .., it is a question of prin- 
ciple.” Beck helped dismember Czechoslo- 
vakia—only to see Poland herself dismem- 
bered as a “question of principle” that both 
Hitler and Stalin understood better than he, 

And was the United States, serene and 
aloof, above blame? There is an obscure 
and unexplained passage in one of the let- 
ters (in the documents published by Didier) 
from the German ambassador at Moscow 
to his office in Berlin, It was written while 
the British-French- Russian negotiations 
were under way and the Nazis were try- 
ing hard to thwart an agreement. 

The German ambassador refers to a sug- 
gestion by “a member of the American Em- 
bassy here,” that. Germany “could at any 
moment upset the British-French negotia- 
tions, if we abandoned our support of Ja- 
pan, sent our military mission back to Chi- 
na and delivered arms to the Chinese.” Was 
our State Department also trying to be ~ 
clever—like Chamberlain and Molotov?

Intelligence?

FBI Was Ignored. 


Co-ordination is not good. I 
have learned of specific examples 
of where it has failed and where 
the failure could be serious. 

During the war and in the 
events that led up to war, the 
Army and Navy tended to treat 
the FBI like a dubious stepchild. 
For example, the Navy had spe- 
cific information about the land- 
ing or two enemy agents in New 
England. This information was 
not passed along to the FBI for 
10 days and then only in a vague 
and guarded form, although de- 
tection and capture of the agents 
was the job of the FBI. 

A glaring example came to light 
in the Pearl Harbor investigation. 
The FBI in Hawaii, and the FBI 
alone, monitored a telephone call 
from Honolulu to Tokyo on Dec. 
6. This revealing conversation, 
with its thinly disguised refer- 
ences to a major event to come, 
was passed on to both Army and 
Navy commanders. It was ig- 
nored. 


Bureau Jealousy. 


The very fact of an arbitrary 
separation between domestic se- 
curity, on the one hand, and for- 
eign intelligence and security, on 
the other, is dangerous in the 
face of the threat of world Com- 
munism. That jealousies should 
hamper co-operation is fantastic at 
this moment in history. 

Military policy-makers say the 
field of internal security is “un- 
der study.” There is little time 
left for study. We need, and 
quickly, an efficient, mature agen- 
cy that can bring together all 
sources of information and ana- 
lyze them promptly. The kind of 


explosion that occurred in Bogota 
should not come as a surprise.

It would be 
easier to feel confidence in the 
success of the Anglo-American 
policy if it were not that for at 
least two years, and openly since 
the Molotov statement of July, 
1946, it has been the aim of the 
Soviet Union to make itself the 
champion of German unity under 
a central government. Presum- 
ably the Russians would not have 
initiated this contest if they had 
not felt reasonably confident that 
they could win. ©

No German can possibly 
talk about German unity, and not 
mean by that the.restoration of 
most, if not all, the territory be- 
hind the Red Army. Now what 
is the situation, then, of the 
Frankfurt government which we 


j;are dedicating to the restoration 


of German unity? Is it not that to 
get back eastern Germany it must 
either fight Russia or make a 
deal with Russia? 

It will be advisable, therefore, to 
begin thinking now how we pro- 
pose to win this struggle between 
our German government and the 
Soviet’s German government. We 
have now promised the Germans 
“unity.” The Russians have prom- 
ised them “unity.” 

We have promised them the one 
thing which, without a world war, 
it is not in our power to give 
them.

Russia can by a treaty of peace 
with its Berlin Government cede 
back the Jost territory.

PAINTING EXHIBITION 
BY MIAN NTKIANE 


Pen and Palette Solo Display 
Artist’s First Here Since 


New’ York Show. 


An exhibition of 12 paintings 
and two lithographs by Miriam 
McKinnie of the Washington Uni- 
versity art school faculty opened 
yesterday at Pen & Palette, 24 
North Brentwood boulevard, Clay- 
ton. The solo display is the artist’s 
first since she elicited praise of 
critics with a New York show 
last fall, 

The collection includes “Manhat- 
tan Waterfront” and “Make Be- 
lieve” from the New York show. 

“Manhattan Waterfront,” which 
occupies the gallery window, con- 
veys two impressions at once.

Even 
if that plan is fulfilled Ivan by 
1950 can hope for no more than 
an average of one quarter of a 
pound of meat and less than half 
a pound of sugar a week, and oné 
pair of shoes and less than three 
pairs of atockings a year.

The Government decided to 
permit this modified version of 
capitalism—which it professes to 
hate—because its old state mo- 
nopoly system was not producing 
enough.

The farmers were 
not delivering enough food be- 
cause they could get no goods in 
exchange and the workers were 
lagging at their jobs where the 
goods were made because they 
didn’t get enough to eat. 
According to official figures, 
55,000 new co-op and state stores 
and booths were opened in 1947, 

Workers who are lucky enough 
to be employed in factories that 
overfulfill their planned profits 
also fare better in Russia, Any 
factory that does this, is rewarded 
with “a director’s fund,” by a de- 
cree of two years ago. Before 1946, 
the state took everything over the 
planned profits. Now, everyone is 
benefitted by part of this profit 
over-fulfillment on a sliding scale 
beginning at 5 per cent. Plant 
leaders decide how the money will 
be used for the benefit of all. 

One might still be able to end a 
report on blacked-out Russia on a 
note of bitter humor. 

Last December, when the Krem- 
lin devalued the ruble, holders of 
cash suffered tremendously. In the 
operation, which gave a dollar’s 
worth of rubles the value of a 
dime overnight, the Government 
issued new money with another 
picture of Lenin. This showed the 
father of Communist Russia in a 
much sourer mood.

Louis attorney and former presi- 
dent of the American Bar Associ- 
ation, received the Annual Award 


of Honor of the Lawyers Associa- 
tion of St. Louis at a dinner in 
his honor last night at Hotel Sher- 
aton. More than 300 lawyers and 


guests attended the meeting. 

The award, an engraved certifi- 
cate, was made to Lashly in rec- 
ognition of his record of “honor- 
able service to the profession and 
his career as a citizen.”

Missouri Supreme Caqurt said

Blind Plowman of Shoal Creek Valley 


Does Farmer's Work, And Asks No Odds of ~~ Man—Even Drives Truck

VIBURNUM, Mo., April 18. 

HE springtime sun _ shines 

bright in Shoal Creek valley 

. where Arley Barr lives and he 
is busy from sunup to dusky dark 
with his planting and his stock, 
for that is a farmer’s lot when 
springtime comes and the sun 
shines bright and there is length- 
ening of day. 


Sunlight means more to Arley 
Barr than the ——- of the soil 
and the grasses growing green in 
his meadows, for he is blind, It 
doesn't bring sight to his eyes but 
its brightness gives him at least 
the illusion of seeing and sharpens 
the picture in his mind of the 
farm scene that he knew when he 
had sight and makes easier the 
doing of his tasks. Arley Barr, 
though he is blind, is a farmer 
still and does a farmer’s work, 
asking no odds. He makes garden 
in the springtime, hitching his 
team to the plow and breaking the 
soil in the straight furrows that 
are a farmer's pride, mending his 
fences and tending his cows and 


hogs. 

His is not the blindness of total 
darkness, for he is sensitive to 
light and shade and he has a dim 
discernment of what he calls the 
bulk of things when the sun shines 
pe ht, a sure sense of distance 

direction and a sixth sense 
that he calls seeing by ear, mean- 
ing the guidance he gets from fa- 
miliar sounds. So sure and confi- 
dent ig he that he drives his truck 
over his farm and up and down 
the crooked road that serves his 
community and has yet to come 
upon a misadventure. 

Barr, 56 years old, has lived in 
the valley for 49 years, pomtongges 
hig 120 acres. Ten years ago, as 
he tells it, his right eye “went out” 
overnight. When he awakened in 
the morning he was practically 
blind in that eye, but his left one 
Was still good and served his need, 
so hé didn’t pay much heed to 
what had happened. Maybe the 
right one would get better after a 
while. He had heard of such 
things happening. 

Time passed, though, and there 
was no restoration. Instead his 
left eye began to fall, his sight 
growing dimmer day by day. Some 
days he could see better than 
others. On the days when he 
could see best he did his planting

and plowing and he says, not 
boastingly but as the measure of 
his self-reliance, that he never 
failed to make a crop. Perhaps it 
was because of the gradual com- 
ing of the dark that he was able 
to adjust himself to it, latterly 
giving up other crops and finally 
turning his fields into pasture for 
stock and hayfields for winter 
feeding. 

When there’s farm work to be 
done, Barr says, he hooks up his 
team and with the lay of the land 
fixed in his mind he goes to the 
field. It isn’t too difficult for him 
because he knows where the 
stumps and stones are and, with 
the help of his stump-wise horses, 
there is no difficulty in keeping 
clear. Haying time, he admits, 
has become something of a diffi- 
culty because the standing grass 


doesn’t have the bulk outline that 
he needs for guidance and some- 
times he discovers he has missed 
a patch or two and has to go back 
with the mower. Raking and 
stacking are difficult too and he 
gets somebody to help him if he 
can. 

Once, when there was.no man 
to help, he asked Mrs. Mellie 
Smith, a city newcomer up the 
road, to come over and give him 
the guidance he needed. He only 
meant for her to tell him where 
to cut and stack but she gave 
him the surprise of his life by 
taking a hand at the cutting and 
the forking and though she was 
not strong as the country women 
are, he told around that she was 
the best hay hand in the valley. 

There.came a time when Mrs, 
Smith needed a little help. Her 


husband, Ralph, away on a truck 
trip, couldn’t get back in time for 
the evening milking. The milking 
of eight cows was a little beyond 
Mrs, Smith, so knowing that Barr 
milked 10 or a dozen cows of his 


own, she went down to his House - 


and asked him to help her. 
a. <= 


It was a little more difficult 
milking strange cows than his 
own that were trained to come at 
his call, so when he had finished 
with one he had to ask: “Where's 
the next one?” Mrs. Smith an- 
swered “right here” and he went 
to work on the next one. The 
only thing that happened was that 
once, when Mrs. Smith was busy 
and didn’t direct him to the next 
one, he mistook the bull for the 
next one and ran the risk of be- 
ing pushed around. 


Barr at present has 10 cows and 
looks upon his milking as one of 
the lightest of his chores, along 
with the slopping of his 30 hogs. 


As to his driving the truck, Barr 
is not inclined to brag about it. 
He picks out the brightest days 
when he can see the bulk of 
things, the dark hills against the 
horizon and the dim line of the 
road, Given that much he can get 
around and find his way back to 
the blobs against the hillside that 
he knows are the house and barn. 


He used to drive to town alone 
but now he takes his wife or son 
or a neighbor along to see for 
him, Usually it is his wife who 
goes, for experience has made her 
skillful as a deputy driver and 
he has confidence in her direc- 
tions. “Pull to the right,” she 
says, or “get ready to turn,” or 
“pull over this way, here comes a 
car,” or “stop till I get that hog 
out of the road.” Doesn’t it make 
him nervous? Not at all. He knows 
that if he follows her directions 
he will come through all right. 

Like drifing around the farm, 
says Barr, you have to know 
where you're going or you're 
likely to make a mess of it, but 
he hasn’t made a mess of it yet. 
No, he has never lost his way. 
He has been here too long. 

Barr says, with the pride that 
a good farmer feels in his work, 
that he still can fork hay with 
any man, and shoot as straight as 
any man at anything that has 
bulk. 

It was Sunday when this writer 
came to Shoal Creek and Arley 
Barr was dressed in his best for 
Sunday school up on Lookout 
Ridge. He was the most cheerful 
and happiest man at Sunday school 
that day, praying fervently to the 
Lord of Light for blessings upon 
his neighbors, asking nothing for 
himself, making no mention that 
he was one who walked in the 
dusky dark,

Malvina Hoffman, An Outstanding 
American Sculptor, Sees No Reason 


Why She Should 


Taper Off Career 


Because She's 60 Years of Age.

HOFFMAN, American sculptor of international 
renown, has in her lifetime done a prodigious amount of work. 
Honors and awards have been heaped upon her. Commissions, 


such as the 126 bronzes she executed for the Hall of Man of the 
Field Museum in Chicago, have brought her prosperity. But, al- 
though .60 years old, she refuses to slow down. 


In the museum-like studio of 


her home on East Thirty-fifth 
street here in New York filled 
with originals and replicas of her 
works, Malvina Hoffman talked 
of her 43 years of modeling such 
famous artists as Anna Pavlowa, 
Ignace Paderewski, Ivan Mes- 
trovic and Auguste Rodin, of her 
study of racial types that took 
five years of her life and pro- 
vided adventure such as few wom- 
en have had in the outposts of 
civilization, and of the serious 
handicaps a woman encounters 
when she attempts competition 
with men in the field of sculpture. 

“Sculpture is definitely not for 
women, nor is it a lazy man’s 
“I won- 
der how many people realize the 
actual amount of labor involved 
in lifting clay out of a barrel and 
mixing it, in building armatures, 
in cutting stone and wood, in 
bending pipes, in climbing on high 
ladders and working on scaffold- 
ing perhaps a hundred feet off 
the ground.” 

As a typical example of her 
reasoning that a woman sculptor 
must also have some of the qual- 
ities of a steeplejack, Miss Hoff- 
man told of her commission in 
1924 to make two stone figures 15 
feet high over the entrance of 
Bush House in London to be dedi- 
cated’ “To the Friendship of 
English Speaking Peoples.” 

The group carved in America in 
American limestone was trans- 
ported in sections to London, 
where it was raised six stories in 
the air and set in place on a nar- 
row plinth supported by two gi- 
gantic columns about 70 feet high. 
The stone sections varied from 
three to nine tons each and the 
ed 52 tons. 

“We found that the sun never 
struck the stone group which 
faced due north, and details had 
to be cut deeper and made more 
legible, owing to the lack of sharp 
sunlight which does a great deal 
of such accentuating on out-of- 
door sculpture,” Miss Hoffman ex- 
plained. “So every day for five 
weeks I stood on four boards 
slung along the edge of the plinth 
or sitting astride the stone shoul- 
ders of my big figures, finishing 
the carving of their faces and 
darkening the shadows on dra- 


peries, shields, and inscriptions, 
My constant fear was that I might 
drop a chisel on the head of some- 
one walking below us but the fear 
of my two vigilant and faithful 
stone-carvers was that I would 
step off the boards myself and 
fall down 80 feet to the sidewalk.” 

The daughter of the late Rich- 
ard Hoffman, English pianist who 
came to America in 1847 as a boy 
virtuoso and toured the country 
in 1850 with Jenny Lind under 
the management of P. T, Barnum, 
Malvina Hoffman had put. in six 
years of study with paint and 
brush when, in the year of her 
father’s death, she suddenly “felt 
the need of a three-dimensional 
form.” She did a portrait of her 
father in gculpture and after his 
death carved it from a block of 
marble. When it was completed 
she sent it to the National Acad- 
emy to be judged and when it 
was accepted, Malvina Hoffman 
knew that her life work lay in 
aculpture. 

After her father’s death, Mal- 
vina Hoffman determined to be- 
come a pupil of that great master, 
Auguste Rodin. By designing 
covers for sheet music and pat- 


» terns for wallpaper and linoleum 


and making pastel portraits of 
young children, she earned a little 
money and in 1910 sailed with her 
mother for Paris. 

In her book “Heads and Tales” 
Malvina Hoffman tells of her 
meeting with the great Rodin, 
who was so impressed with her 
sincerity and ability that he ac- 
cepted her as a pupil at, once. 
This was the beginning of a life- 
long friendship. 

The intensity with which Mal- 
vina Hoffman approaches her art 
is illustrated by a story in her 
book about her friendship with the 
great dancer Anna Pavlowa. 

“I wanted to study all the poses 
of the dance known as ‘Autumn 
Bacchanale’, to the music of 
Glazounoff, interpreted by Pavlowa 
and her partner Mordkin,” Miss 
Hoffman recounts. “The impres- 
sion they had made on me had 
been so overwhelming that I was 
determined to learn this dance 
from start to finish and repro- 
duce it as a frieze in bas-relief. 
Paviowa was as keen to help me 
realize this project as I was to 
carry it out. She arranged to have

ant partner” Paviey. After 30 les- 
sons she dressed me in her little 
red and white muslin costume, tied 
the bunches of grapes around my 
brow, and Pavliey appeared in 
leopard skin with his arms full of 
red roses.

We 
were to dance the Bac- 
chanale on the actual stage, just 
before the performance began 
and my audience was the emp- 
ty house with Pavlowa stand- 
ing beside the conductor’s desk. 
When the pounding rhythm of the 
music started, everything in life 
evaporated except the liberation of 
a wild desire; We-went through 
the dance in good style and so 
enthusiastic was the applause of 
Pavlowa and some members of the 
troupe that we repeated our ‘world 
premiere’ and ‘last performance’ 
at the finale of which I lay still 
on the floor, completely uncon- 
scious.” 

By 1915, Miss Hoffman had 
achieved national recognition 
through her “Pavlowa Gavotte,” 
“Bacchanale Russe,” and “La Peri” 
compositions on rhythm and move- 
ment in the dance. On her return 
to the United States commissions 


poured in for fountains, portraits 
and statuettes. Then the war came. 
In 1917 Miss Hoffman became 
Director of the Bureau of Infor- 
mation and Research of the New 
York County Chapter of the Red 
Cross and in 1919 she was sent by 
Herbert Hoover to the Balkans as 
one of the moving forces in the 
Relief Administration. 

From 1920 to 1930 she turned out 
an almost superhuman amount of 
work, No commission wag too 
large for her undertaking. Her 
greatest came in 1930, The direc- 
tors of the Field Museum in Chi- 
cago made her an extraordinary 
proposal. They wanted to create 
a hall of anthropology, a hall of 
man, But they wanted the races 
of man to look alive and they de- 
cided to try sculpture as a means 
of revealing man to his brother. 

In September of 1931 Malvina 
Hoffman started five years of 
work on this project, during which 
time she traveled around the 
world and discovered the subjects 
for her models in great cities, in 
jungles and in deserts. The re- 
sult is the Hall of Man in the 
Field Museum in Chicago contain- 
ing 126 racial types, 104 of which 
are life-size, Before the end of

Installing New Woodwork. 


F you are looking for a good 

way to kill time until your sum- 

mer vacation, you-can do worse 
than replace what we assume to 
be outmoded, unattractive and 
overdecorative interior wood trim 
with something with a modern and 
more clean cut design. 


Before you ‘run out and order 
new trim, remove the old and sce 
how wide the new must be to 
cover the seams between the plas- 
ter walls and the window and 
door frames. Sometimes the plas- 
ter is several inches away and 
this will call for a wide trim if 
the joint is to be completely cov- 
ered. 

Trim is usually fastened with 
finishing nails having small heads 
so you can pry off the trim gently 
and let the nail heads pull right 
through the wood. After this they 
can be removed with a hammer, 
and the small hole left in the 
wood won't spoil it for some other 
job. : 


You can get trim milled in stock 
designs at lumber yards and wood 
mills, but if you have something 
special in mind, they can make it 
up to your order. 

A nice and simple way to make 
joints in trim is with a miter joint 
which consists of cutting each 
piece at a 45 degree angle. Use a 
fine toothed saw for this job and 
make the cuts accurate so you'll 
get a nice tight fit. 

Don’t assume the framework 
around openings is plumb—use a 
level to check each piece of trim 
for correct positioning before it is 
nailed in place. Nail heads should 
be set below the wood surface with 
a nail set and the resulting hole

THAT WORD “PARASITE” 


66 FRARASITE” is a common 
Prrora today to denote one 
who lives at another's ex- 
pense, It has an interesting his- 
tory. 

Directly we have the word 
through the French, from the 
Latin parasitus, which has a deri- 
vation from the Greek meaning 
“eating beside” or “at the table of 
another!” The original Greek 
breaks down into the roots “be- 
side” and “to feed” or, actually, 
“wheat,” “grain,” or “food” spe- 
cifically, “para” and “sitos.” 

In ancient times and for the 
hundreds of years afterwards 
which witnessed the wealth and 
power of feudal lords to whom 
the rest. of the world were under- 
lings, there were always at the 
tables of the rich hangers-on, flat- 
terers, sycophants, who flattered 
and fawned for their living.

Economical Menus

MISSOURI reader. wants in-

a pie making problem. It is 
“what causes and how can one 
prevent meringue of a pie from 
sticking to the knife and pull- 
ing off when cut?” There are 
at least three causes of sticky 
meringue—too much sugar, and 
either overbeating or underbeat- 
ing egg whites. Two level table- 
spoons of sugar to each good sized 
egg white is the optimum amount 
perfectly beaten whites can hold 
in suspension. When more is 
added, it is liable to fall to the 
bottom carrying with it some 
liquid in the white to form a 
syrup. Underbeaten meringue is 
too weak to hold the sugar in sus- 
pension and those that are over- 
beaten and look dry are also too 
weak to hold the maximum 
amount of sugar. In either case 
the sugar falls to the bottom to 
become syrupy. In baking, the 
syrup becomes stickier. 

The top surface of this under or 
overbeaten meringue also « be- 
comes tough during baking and 
drags down or pulls as the knife 
is sliced through it. Overbaking 
the meringue also produces a simi- 
lar effect. The first way to pre-
